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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To make a wheel part unslidable and thereby lifting 
motion of a fixed stand easily performable, by depressing a 
supporting leg part with leverage of each of upper and lower levers, 
and moving a ground plane of a shoe part in the part lower than the 
wheel part of a castor. 

CONSTITUTION: In this castor 1 , a fixed stand is solidly attached 
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to a support yoke 4. In this case, the fixed stand is constituted of a 
casing 5 set up in a position to be held between rear side central 
parts in symmetrical wheel parts 2, a support leg part 6 screwed in a 
shoe part 7 and each of upper and lower levers 9 and 8 making this 
support leg part 6 move up and down. With this constitution, when 
the fixed stand is used, these upper and lower levers 9 and 8 are 
moved in cross-form, and a pin P1 at a tip of the lower lever 8 is 
slidden in the lower part, while a setting surface of the support leg 
part 6 or the shoe part 7 is moved in a lower part than the lowermost 
position of the wheel part 2. and, respective pins 1~P3 are linearly 
arranged whereby these upper and lower levers 9 and 8 are locked. 
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
